REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 2-1 1 are allowed. 

Applicant's amendment cancels the rejected claim-12 that overcomes the 
rejection in the last office action, and conditions the application for allowance. An 
updated search did not result in any new prior art that either teaches or fairly 
suggest applicant's method of making the specific Zr02-Sc203 by the 
combination of the process steps and the components processed therein. 
Further, applicants show unexpected results (Table-1) in making the composition 
by a combination of pressure and temperature of treating the component mixture. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
